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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's amendment filed on September 1 5, 
2005, and the supplemental amendment filed on October 1 1, 2005. 

2. Claims 1 - 4; 5; 9 and 10 are allowed. Claims 6-8 and 1 1 were previously 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record, Gheith, taken either singly and/or in combination, does not 
teach or disclose a method as recited in independent claims 1, 5, or 9 with the following 
features: 

Claim 1: 

In a memory, protecting entry addresses by verifying a permissible entry address 
by using by using a correlation of data, wherein the data is not provided within a same 
individual instruction for authenticating the permissible entry address; and storing in a 
memory cell an address of a correlated data item directly before or directly after a 
program instruction at the permissible entry address. 

Claim 5: 

In a memory, verifying a permissible entry address by using by using a 
correlation of data, wherein the data is not provided within a same individual instruction 
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for authenticating the permissible entry address; and providing the correlation data as a 
correlation with code data items, the code data items being disposed at a distance 
exceeding a maximal length of program instructions. 
Claim 9: 

In a memory, protecting entry addresses by verifying a permissible entry address 
by using by using a correlation of data, wherein the data is not provided within a same 
individual instruction for authenticating the permissible entry address; and providing a 
specific byte sequence which cannot occur within a regular code, the specific byte 
sequence being selected to avoid random correlations. 

The closest prior art is Gheith, U.S. Patent 5,797,014, which facilitates access to 
functions that are extraneous to a calling module where a word is inserted immediately 
before an entry point of a function to indicate an offset of a pointer to a global offset 
table, but it does not verify a permissible entry address with correlated data having the 
data address stored immediately before or after the address of the program entry. 

Thus all remaining dependent claims 2-4, and 10 are also allowed.
